“Ap p aren tly n o o n e in v o lv ed reab zed the 
man was dead,” Flemin g said. He also said 
that he was to ld o n ly the o n e b lo w was 
stru ck.

Wedn esday n ight b y Co ro n er Dr. Jo hn 
Owen s. “We p erfo rmed a fu ll au tr^sy 
b ecau se I thin k it was wise,” Owen s said. 


Owen s said the au to p sy rev ealed Co lb n s 
died as a resu lt o f a b lo w to the fo rehead. 
Bleedin g within the sku ll aro u n d the b rain 
cau sed death, he said. “Man y p eo p le do n 't 
thin k so , b u t the sku ll is a v ery deb cate 
thin g," Owen s said. 


Altho u gh he in dicated death was n o t 
in stan tan eo u s, Owen s wo u ld n o t co mmen t 
o n the len gth o f time that elap sed b efo re 
Co lb n s died 
Po b ce rep o rts at first in dicated the 
in ciden t as a hit an d ru n acciden t in v o lv in g 
a p edestrian an d a 1%2 Vo lkswagen b u s. 
The rep o rts, ho wev er, were chan ged when 
three ey e witrresses to ld p o b c“€ they saw 
Hicks strike Co lb n s with his fist, p lace him 


in the car, an d then p ro ceed so u th o n 
Marshall in the Vo lkswagen b u s.

“They were there to chan ge, o r ex han ge a 
mo to r," Kn ap p said “The argu men t had

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presiden t 
Fo rd asked Co n gress to day to en d a go v ­ 
ern m en t m o n o p o ly an d en co u rage 
p riv ate in du stry to sell b illio n s o f do llars 
wo rth o f en riched u ran iu m to n u clear 
p o wer p lan ts aro u n d the wo rld 
At a Cab in et Ro o m ceremo n y du rin g 
which he sign ed a sp ecial message to 
Co n gress o n the su b ject. Fo rd describ ed 
his p ro p o sals as en v isio n in g “an ex citin g 
n ew co u rse o f act io n ." 


Say in g he wan ts to create "an en tirely 
n ew co mp etitiv e in du stry ," the Presi­ 
den t declared: “ It will mo v e America 
o n e b ig step clo ser to en ergy in dep en ­ 
den ce” 


Fo rd o u tlin ed his p ro p o sal at an early - 
mo rn in g Cab in et-ro o m meetin g with 
m em b ers o f the Sen ate-Ho u se Co mmit­ 
tee o n Ato mic En ergy ’ b efo re su b mittin g 
a sp ecial m essage o n the m atter to 
Co n gress. 


Go v ern men t o fficials said key featu res 
o f the p lan in clu de: 
—A federal gu aran tee o f u p to $8 
b illio n to co v er lo sses if p riv ate firms 
fo u n d, thro u gh n o fau lt o f their o wn , that 
they were u n ab le to b u ild an d eco ­ 
n o mically o p erate n ew p lan ts to p ro du ce 
en riched u ran iu m, a ty p e o f fu el su ited 
fo r p o wer p lan ts b u t n o t fo r weap o n s.

The E)emo cratic leaders ho p e to co m­ 
b in e the ex ten sio n with a sweep in g o v er­ 
hau l o f the n atio n 's tax laws, key p arty 
strategists say . 
They o u tlin ed this p lan after Presiden t 
Fo rd to ld a n atio n ally telev ised an d 
b ro adcast n ews co n feren ce Wedn esday 
ev en in g he w o u ld co n sider askin g 
Co n gress to ex ten d this y ear’s redu ctio n s 
thro u gh the 197 6 electio n y ear if the 
eco n o m y fails to reb o u n d q u ickly 
en o u gh. 


Ju st b efo re the Presiden t's n ews co n ­ 
feren ce, Treasu ry Secretary William E. 
Simo n had to ld rep o rters a tax cu t ex ten ­ 
sio n wo u ld n o t b e req u ired in v iew o f the 
stro n g eco n o mic reco v ery in the last half 
o f the y ear that is n o w in p ro sp ect. 


The Demo cratic reactio n , in effect, 
was that Fo rd was en do rsin g a p lan 
already o n the co n gressio n al drawin g 
b o ards. 
“There n ev er was an y do u b t ab o u t it,” 
said a Ho u se so u rce, n o tin g the federal 
b u dget ado p ted b y Co n gress last mo n th 
assu med ex ten sio n o f man y p ro v isio n s in 
the $22.9-b illio n tax cu t b ill en acted in 
March, tho u gh n o t the $8.1 b illio n reb ate 
o f 197 4 tax es. 
A Sen ate so u rce, mean while, disclo sed 
that this y ear’s redu ctio n was limited to 
a sin gle y ear in p art to in su re that an ex ­ 
ten sio n wo u ld hav e to b e en acted later in 
the y ear at a tim e when b ro ader tax re­ 
v isio n m easu res are ready fo r co n sid­ 
eratio n .

in clu din g tax treatm en t o f cap ital gain s 
an d lo sses an d the man y p ro v isio n s that 
are aimed at giv in g sp ecial b en efits to 
sp ecific gro u p s o r in div idu als.

In each o f the cu ts fo r the v ario u s u n ­ 
iv ersities an d co lleges. Bo n d ju stified his 
actio n s b y say in g ‘there ex ists n o ade­ 
q u ate ju stificatio n fo r this in crease in a 
time o f fiscal restrain t." 
Bo n d said the legislatu re “has p assed 
ap p ro p riatio n s measu res an d n ew sp en d­ 


in g p ro gram s which ex ceed the state’s 
ab ility to p ay fo r them in the n ex t fiscal 
y ear” 


“ If all o f these added sp en din g p ro ­ 
gram s were ado p ted the state wo u ld b e 
so sho rt o f cash that it wo u ld delay o u r 
p ay men ts to scho o ls u n der the fo u n da­ 
tio n s p ro gram an d co u ld mean p ay less 
p ay day s fo r state emp lo y es.

The p residen tial n ews co n feren ce, held 
in 92-degree heat o n the So u th Lawn o f

“This is a 
m atter that has to b e determin ed if an d 
when there are an y req u irem en ts fo r o u r 
n atio n al in terests” 


In resp o n se to the sp ecific q u estio n 
ab o u t Ko rea, Fo rd refu sed to co n firm o r 
den y that n u clear weap o n s wo u ld b e 
u sed, declarin g “we hav e the fo rces an d 
they will b e u sed in o u r n atio n al in terest,

p en sio n rev isio n b ill that co u p led state 
emp lo y e retirem en t b o o sts to tho se fo r 
lawmakers an d wo u ld hav e rep o rtedly 
co rrected so me p ro b lems that hav e 
cau sed the federal go v ern m en t to 
threaten tax in g the p en sio n p lan was v e­ 
to ed to day b y Go v . Christo p her S. Bo n d. 
The go v ern o r, ho wev er, did sign 
an o ther p en sio n b ill that will allo w so me 
36.000 state wo rkers to receiv e a 25 p er 
cen t b o o st in their p en sio n b en efits as 
well as en ab le them to receiv e an y fu tu re 
retirem en t hikes ap p ro v ed after they 
leav e state go v ern men t. 


“ I regret the n ecessity o f v eto in g 
legislatio n that wo u ld hav e p ro v ided in ­ 
creased retirem en t b en efits to state 
emp lo y es,” Bo n d to ld n ewsmen . “The 
b en efits o f this measu re were, ho wev er, 
b ey o n d the state’s fin an cial reso u rces” 
He p o in ted o u t the co st wo u ld hav e 
b een ab o u t $10 millio n a y ear, a third o f 
that co min g directly fro m already - 
strain ed state tax fu n ds. 
Bo n d also said he felt the in crease in 
le gisla tiv e p en sio n s co u ld n o t b e 
ju stified. 
The b ill, which was aimed at eq u aliz­ 
in g the b en efits p aid u n der the two main 
state retirem en t sy stems wo u ld hav e 
elimin ated the 5 p er cen t emp lo y e co n ­ 
trib u tio n to the retirem en t p lan co v erin g 
8.000 wo rkers. It wo u ld hav e b ro u ght the 
actu al mo n thly p en sio n fo r the 36,000 
wo rkers in the main state sy stem u p to 
the lev el o f tho se in the seco n dary p lan 
Bu t the m easu re also in clu ded the 
elimin atio n o f the $4 20 an n u al co n trib u ­ 
tio n to the retirem en t fu n d p aid b y the 
lawmakers an d the 20 p er cen t b o o st in 
their p en sio n b en efits. 
Un der its p ro v isio n s, a lawmaker with 
16 y ears ex p erien ce wo u ld hav e receiv ed 
a l ^ s t in his mo n thly p en sio n fro m $300 
to $360 while a state wo rker with the 
same p ay an d serv ice wo u ld hav e seen 
his p en sio n rise fro m $112 to $14 0 a 
mo n th. 
It is b ecau se o f the large differen ce 
b etween the b en efits p aid lawmakers 
an d state wo rkers u n der the main p lan , 
that the federal In tern al Rev en u e 
Serv ice has threaten ed to lev y an 
estim ated $15 millio n in b ack tax es o n in ­ 
co me fro m in v estmen t o f the $135 millio n 
retirem en t fu n d.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Sen ate ap ­ 
p ro v ed 94 to 0 to day co mp ro mise ho u sin g 
legislatio n rep o rtedly accep tab le to 
Presiden t Fo rd, who v eto ed an earlier 
b ill. 
The key featu re o f the n ew measu re is 
a $10 b illio n in crease in ho me mo rtgage 
p u rchase au tho rity fo r the Go v ern men t 
Natio n al Mo rtgage Asso ciatio n . 
Chairman William Pro x mire o f the 
S en ate B an kin g C o m m ittee, chief 
sp o n so r o f the co mp ro mise measu re, 
said the n ew au tho rity co u ld lead to co n ­ 
stru ctio n o f 300,000 ho mes if fu lly u sed in 
the n ex t y ear. 
The p ro p o sal o mits the far-reachin g 
su b sidy p ro grams to which Fo rd o b ject­ 
ed stro n gly in his v eto o f the o rigin al b ill 


The Sen ate acted o n the n ew v ersio n by - 
attachin g it as an amen dmen t to a min o r 
Ho u se measu re p assed in Ap ril. It was 
sen t b ack to the Ho u se with sp o n so rs ex ­ 
p ressin g the ho p e that b o dy wo u ld sen d it 
o n to Fo rd b efo re b egin n in g a Fo u rth o f 
Ju ly recess later in the day . 


The $10 b illio n in additio n al ho me 
mo rtgage p u rchase au tho rity in the co m­ 
p ro mise is $2.5 b illio n mo re than the 
Presiden t asked It is en tirely u p to him 
as to when an d if the au tho rity is u sed. 
Fo rd released $2 b illio n o f similar 
au tho rity u n der legislatio n en acted 
earlier. This v irtu ally u sed u p the 


p u rchase au tho rity av ailab le u n der p re­ 
sen t law. 
O ie additio n al featu re wo u ld set u p an 
emergen cy relief p ro gram to p rev en t 
ho meo wn ers affected b y the recessio n 
fro m lo sin g the ir ho m es thro u gh 
fo reclo su re. They co u ld receiv e lo an s o f 
u p to $25 0 a mo n th to m eet their 
mo rtgage p ay men ts. 
The o ther wo u ld ex ten d an emergen cy 
ho me rep air an d rehab ilitatio n p ro gram 
fo r a y ear with a $100 millio n au tho r­ 
izatio n . 


The n ew b ill was readied fo r Sen ate 
co n firmatio n after the Ho u se failed b y a 
16 -v o te margin Wedn esday to o v erride 
Fo rd’s v eto o f a $1.3 b illio n ho u sin g 
measu re. 


Fo rd already has released $2 b illio n in 
m o rtgage p u rchase au tho rity to b u y 
mo rtgages at a lo ss, thu s p u mp in g mo re 
fu n ds in to the ho u sin g m arket an d en ­ 
co u ragin g lo wer in terest rates. He asked 
that Co n gress in crease the mo rtgage 
p u rchase au tho rity to $7 .5 b illio n . 


The $2 b illio n already au tho rized will 
p ro v ide lo wer in terest rates o n cwiv en - 
tio n al m o rtgages co v erin g o n ly ab o u t 
65,000 ho mes. These p ro b ab ly will b e 
sn ap p ed u p lo n g b efo re the legal 
mo rtgage p u rchase au tho rity ex p ires in 
Octo b er.

Origin of murder orders 
may never be determined 


WASHINGTON (APi - The Senate in­ 
telligence co mmittee might nev er be 
able to determine where o rders to as­ 
sassinate Cu ban Prem ier Fidel Castro 
o riginated, acco rding to Chairm an 
Frank Chu rch. 
"It may ju st be we'll be u nable to find 
ev idence that establishes the chain o f 
co mmand, " Chu rch, a Demo crat fro m 
Idaho , said Wednesday fo llo wing fiv e 
ho u rs o f clo sed-do o r testimo ny by a 
fo rmer CIA o fficer allegedly inv o lv ed in 
p lo ts to kill Castro 
Meanwhile, Atty Gen Edward H Lev i 
d ec la red W ednesday that he was 
sho cked at reading still-secret m atenal 
o n alleged CIA assassinatio n and 
do mestic-intelligence activ ities and that 
he ho p ed Ju stice Dep artment decisio ns 
o n whether to p ro secu te the indiv idu als 
inv o lv ed co u ld be made q u ickly 
Lev i declined to say what had sho cked 
him, say ing that was a p erso nal q u es­ 
tio n. He has been giv en the co nfidential 
p o rtio n o f the Ro ckefeller Co mmissio n 
rep o rt dealing with assassinatio ns and 
the back-u p m aterial to the rep o rt's co n­ 
clu sio ns abo u t o ther CIA activ ities. 


He also said the dep artment, no t the 
WTiite Ho u se, wo u ld make the decisio ns 
abo u t whether to p ro secu te 
"I wo u ld feel o bligated to info rm the 
President, bu t I wo u ld no t ex p ect the 
President to tell the dep artment what do 
do .” he said 
In ano ther dev elo p ment Wednesday , CIA 
Directo r William E. Co lby decUned to 
assu re a Ho u se su b-co mmittee that the CIA 
no lo nger has u nderco v er agents o p eratir^ 
inside o rganizatio ns within the United 
States. Bu t Co lby insisted that any su ch 
activ ities wo u ld be strictly fo r the p u rp o se 
o f gathenng fo reign intelligence and wo u ld 
fall within the Umits o f the agency ’s 
statu to ry au tho rity . 
Co lby also said 30 o f the 75 p resent 
members o f Co ngress rev ealed by the 
Ro ckefeller Co mmissio n to be su bjects 
o f CIA files hav e had the co ntents o f their 
files tu rned o v er to them at their req u est

Summit hope enlivened 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The ho p e re­ 
kindled by President Fo rd fo r a 35 -natio n 
su mmit co nference in Ju ly may beco me 
a reality within a few day s, acco rding to 
U.S. o fficials. 
By then, they said, the two tricky p ro ­ 
blems that stand in the way o f su ch a 
co nference co u ld be at the p o int o f so lu ­ 
tio n. 
A su mmit nex t mo nth in Helsinki co u ld 
clear the way fo r So v iet leader Leo nid I 
Brezhnev to v isit here this fall to jo in 
Fo rd in signing a new treaty limiting o f­ 
fensiv e nu clear weap o ns. 
Fo rd, at his news co nference Wednes­ 
day ev ening, said that o nly a few mo nths 
ago a su m m er su mmit did no t seem p o s­ 
sible. Ho wev er, he said “there hav e been 
so me co mp ro mises made and there may ­ 
be o thers achiev ed that wo u ld p ermit a 
su mmit this su m m er in Helsinki. ” 
At Genev a, where nego tiato rs hav e 
been meeting fo r two y ears as p art o f the 
35 -natio n Eu ro p ean Secu rity Co nference, 
the two p rincip al p ro blems co ncern ad­ 
v ance no tificatio n o f military maneu v ers 
and the q u est by sev eral o f the smaller 
natio ns fo r fu tu re meetings o f the secu ri­ 
ty co nference. 
“They hav e been mo v ing with reaso na­ 


ble sp eed, p articu larly in the last week 
o r two ,” said o ne to p U S o fficial who 
has been fo llo wing the nego tiatio ns clo se­ 
ly 
The no tificatio n p ro cedu re is a “co n­ 
fidence-bu ilding ” measu re by which bo th 
the So v iet-led Warsaw blo c* natio ns and 
tho se in NATO wo u ld giv e adv ance 
n o tic e o f la r g e - s c a le m ilita r y 
maneu v ers. 
As fo r fo llo w-u p co nferences, the idea 
o nce was a p et p ro ject o f the So v iet 
Unio n bu t since has been ado p ted and 
p u rsu ed by a nu mber o f smaller co u n­ 
tries inclu ding Ro mania. 
Their ho p e is fo r fu tu re su mmits and 
co ntinu ing neg o tiatio ns and co m ­ 
p ro m ises that wo u ld enhance their 
secu rity u nder the shado w o f the su p er­ 
p o wers.

Rising costs and declining en­ 
rollments have put the squeeze 
on public schools, forcing offi­ 
cials to cut everything from 
staff size to security services in 
their efforts to balance next 
year’s budgets. 
An Associated Press survey 
showed that a few school dis­ 
tricts are planning budgets for 
the upcoming school year that 
are lower than the 1974-75 
spending programs. Other 
areas report anticipated reve­ 
nue increases of 10 per cent or 
less to cover cost increases that 
range up to 200 per cent for 
some items. 
“ It is becoming increasingly 
difficult 
to 
operate 
within 
budgetary 
constraints,” 
said 
R.E. Killette, director of finan­ 
cial affairs for the Jefferson 
County, Ala., school district. 
Killette blamed ‘the inflated 
cost of ... maintenance, oper­ 
ations, transportation and capi­ 
tal outlay.” 
A report by the trade publica­ 
tion Nation’s Schools & CoU^es 
showed it cost almost $1,170 to 
educate the average public 
school student in the academic 
year just ended That was 14.4 
per cent higher than the cost a 
year earlier. The increase, ac­ 
cording to the publication, was 
due primarily to higher teach­ 
ers’ salaries and soaring costs 
for hearing. 
Salaries 
are 
the 
biggest 
single expense for most school 
districts, running as high as 85 
per cent of the budget in some 
areas. Salaries also are the 
most difficult area to cut, said 
officials, adding that boosts are 
often mandated by lawmakers 
who don’t provide the money to 
pay for the higher wages. 
Soaring fuel costs and higher 
prices for paper, chalk, maps 
and bodes also caused prob­ 
lems. 
Robert Webber, assistant su­ 
perintendent for the Fresno 
Unified School District, the fifth 
largest in California, said ev­ 
erything has gone up in price. 
Amoi^ the examples he cited 
was liability insurance. 
“ It’s ridiculous,” he said, not­ 
ing that the bill for insurance 
will go from |91,000 this year to 
1271,000 next year. “Pecóle will 
sue about an)^hing. A kid falls 


down playing kickball and the 
next thing you know, you have 
a $100,000 lawsuit.” 
The 1975-76 school budget for 
St. Louis, Mo., will be $91 mil­ 
lion — $100,000 less than last 
year’s 
budget. 
The 
fiscal 
crunch in St. Louis is partly 
due to the refusal of the voters 
to approve a school tax in­ 
crease. Officials say that in or­ 
der to balance this year’s budg­ 
et they will have to cut out ath­ 
letics and eliminate some non­ 
teaching jobs. The district also 
plans to curtail contracted se­ 
curity services for high schools, 
cutting out 30 of the 105 guards 
at 
the schools and saving 
$175,000. 
Declining enrollments have 
cut costs in some areas, enabl­ 
ing school districts to close 
buildings and consolidate pro­ 
grams. But the smaller enroll­ 
ments also mean less state aid 
and the savings do not offset 
the cost increases 
In Topeka, Kan., for ex­ 
ample, enrollment has declined 
23 per cent over the past five 
years, from 24,950 to 20,281. But 
the cost of educating ^ student 
has risen 33 per cent — from 
$742 five years ago to $984 in 
the 1974-75 school year. 


“What l^slators don’t un­ 
derstand is that costs don’t 
drop (as much) as enrollment 
drops,” said a spokesman for 
the school district in Mil­ 
waukee, where enrollment de­ 
clined 11 per cent between 1970 
and 1974 and is expected to 
drop another 4 per cent by this 
fall. 
In cost-cuttii^ measures else­ 
where, Worcester, Mass., offi­ 
cials lowered the thermostat to 
save on heating bills; the Jack­ 
son, Miss., school district cut 
minor maintenance; the Seattle 
school board refused to author­ 
ize extended travel; and New 
Orleans authorities cut down 
driver education classes, elimi­ 
nated field trips and did away 
with summer school for ‘ex­ 
pectant mothers. 
Where does the money to op­ 
erate schools come from? 
Despite increased dollar ex­ 
penditures by state govern­ 
ments in recent years, the bulk 
of the money for operating lo­ 
cal schools comes from local 
sources, often the property tax.

most noble arts in the world " 
This may well have been be­ 
cause the country’s first artists 
remain all but nameless—lim­ 
ners as they were known, who 
painted likenesses of colonial 
personalities in flat, primitive 
style. Some were itinerants, but 
others were undoubtedly prac­ 
tical artisans who lent their 
limited talents to such painting 
jobs as came their way. 
The first painters of stature 
came here from Europe. One 
was John Smibert, a Scot, who 
came in 1729 and held in Boston 
the first-known art exhibit in 
this country. Another was Peter 
Pelham, a competent engraver 
in mezzotint, from London And 
there was Gustavus Hesselius, 
who arrived from Sweden in 
1712. 
It is ironic that the two art­ 
ists of greatest stature at the 
time of the Revolution spent 
most of their careers in Lon­ 
don One was Copley, who lived 
from 1738-1815; the other was 
Benjamin West, 1738-1820. Both 
were largely self-taught. 


Legend has it that West did 
his first paintings by snipping 
hairs off the family cat and 
drawing them through quills to 
make brushes A Philadelphia 
Quaker, he left America in 1760 
at the age of 22, spent three 
years in Italy and then went on 
to London 
He had reached the top of his 
profession by then, was named 
historical 
painter 
to 
King 
George III, and enjoyed royal 
favor for years, even during 
the Revolution. 
Copley became wealthy as a 
painter in Boston John Adams 
said of his portraits; "You can 
scarcely help discoursing with 
them, asking questions and re­ 
ceiving answers " 
At the urging of Sir Joshua 
Reynolds. West and others, 
Copley sailed from America in 
1774, and finally settled in Lon­ 
don after a year in Italy 
Both he and West aspired to 
go beyond portraiture., doing 
historical and other paintings. 
Neither ever returned home, al­ 
though West and his wife never 
got over their homesickness. 
Mrs. West even tried to grow 
corn in her greenhouse, but 
with little success 
West was free with advice, 
and his home became a school 
for Americans—Charles Willson 
Peale, Matthew Pratt. John 
Trumbull, Ralph Elarl, Rem­ 
brandt 
Peale. Samuel 
F B 
Morse, Washington Allston and 
Gilbert Stuart 


Stuart, whose portraits of 
Geoi^e Washington are famous, 
was one of the most interesting 
of the lot—errant, witty, a 
drinker. 
After studying with West, he 
set up his own studio in London 
but had to leave for Dublin to 
escape 
debtors' 
prison. 
He 
owed 80 pounds for snuff alone. 
He was the son of a Rhode 
Island snuff grinder and he 
used it liberally all his life 
Soon he had to leave Dublin 
for the same reasons, and he 
returned to America in 1792, 
when he was 37. He claimed he 
came back to paint Washing­ 
ton, who did sit for him three 
times, reluctantly. 
The most famous of the three 
paintings is the athenaeum por- 
tait, an engraving of which 
adorns the dollar bill. Stuart 
made more than 70 copies of it. 
selling one whenever he needed 
money. His daughter said that

Trumbull went to London, 
studied under West, and then 
with Thomas Jefferson’s en­ 
couragement embarked on a 
series of paintings of 12 notable 
episodes in the history of the 
creation of the new nation 
There was no sculpture in the 
colonies as the term is now rec­ 
ognized, but there was a great 
deal of carving—tombstones, 
ships’ figureheads, portraits in 
wood, plaster and terra cotta. 
Patience Lovell Writer. 1725- 
1786, is often called the coun­ 
try’s first professional portrait 
sculptor. 
She had been left a widow in 
1769 with five children and no 
way to support them She de­ 
vised a traveling waxworks ex­ 
hibition which proved so popu­ 
lar that she was encouraged to 
take it to England in 1772 
There, the Encyclopedia

American Art says, she became 
one of the colonies’ first spies 
It recounts that she passed in­ 
formation on to her sister in 
Philadelphia "concealed in wax

TEL AVIV (AP) — The Is­ 
raeli army is mo unting a cam- 
p a ig n to cu t do wn its 
casualties o n the ho me fro nt, 
where mo re so ldiers are killed 
in traffic actio ns than in co m­ 
bat.’ 
Statistics sho w that many 
Israelis are po o r driv ers, and 
the military po lice are try ing 
to do so mething abo ut it. The 
military co mmand say s 75 
serv icemen were killed in 19 74 
in actio n against Arab guer­ 
rillas and in an 81-day shelling 
war with Sy ria. Traffic acci­ 
dents killed 118. 
Brig. Gen. Zalman Vardi, 
military po lice co mmander. 


anno unced that his men wo uld 
put 6 5 special traffic patro ls 
o n the ro ads, install electro nic 
speed traps aro und the co un­ 
try , and send any wild-driv ing 
so ldiers “ straight fro m the 
ro ad to jail.” 
Offenders will get driv ing 
lesso ns in priso n and their 
military v ehicles will be im­ 
po unded fo r a week. Vardi 
said this was deliberately 
meant to disrupt military un­ 
its, so that their co mmanders 
wo uld enco urage so ldiers to 
driv e mo re carefully .

su p p o sed to hav e sto p p ed the p racbce. We 
hav e called this p heno meno n “Nix o nism.” 
after Richard Nix o n who tried so hard to 
intimidate, malign and discredit the p ress 


In the wake o f Watergate, here’s what is 
hap p ening to rep o rters who dare to 
bey o nd the o fficial p ress releases: 


Six newsmen in fo u r 
states are 
cu rrently ap p ealing jail sentences imp o sed 
o n them fo r refu sing to 
rev eal the 
co nfidenbal so u rces o f their sto ries. In the 
p ast fo u r mo nths, 5 0 o ther rep o rters 
aro u nd the co u ntry hav e been su bp o enaed. 
If they betray their so u rces, o f co u rse, the 
u nau tho rized so u rces will dry u p , and the 
p eo p le will be able to get o nly the o fficial 
v ersio n o f the news. 


In ty p ical American 
cibes like 
Indianap o lis, Birmingham, Laco nia, N.H., 
and Po rt Chester, N.Y., rep o rters who 
ex p o sed o fficial wro ngdo ing hav e been 
su bjected to frameu p s and false arrests. In

In 13 states, ju dges hav e blacked o u t

Co u rt-au tho rized bo o k bu rning has 
ap p eared again in this land o f the free. A 
bo o k abo u t the CIA by Victo r Marchetb 
and Jo hn Marks had to be p u blished with 
168 p o rtio ns p u rged by co u rt o rder. A 
seco nd CIA ex p o se by Philbp Agee is being 
read in Great Britain bu t no t in the United 
States, becau se American p u blishers fear 
legal rep risals 


In Hawaii, 10 state senato rs hav e 
carried this trend to its lo gical co nclu sio n 
by 
intro du cing l^islabo n that wo u ld 
req u ire newsp ap ers and bro adcasters to 
su bmit

ju sbficabo n, co rro bo rabo n and assessment 
o f the ex p ected “so cial imp act ” o f their 
edito rials within 14 day s o f p u blicabo n 
Thu s, with a q u ickening p ace, the 
v angu ard o f to talitarianism is gaining 
gro u nd in America. Its adv ance agents — a 
Six th Co lu mn o f p o libcans, p ro secu to rs, 
ju dges, legislato rs and bu reau crats — are 
bu sily gnawing away at the great p illar o f 
o u r freedo m: the First Amendment. 


This, the first p recio u s freedo m in the 
Bill o f Rights, p ro claims o u r right to sp eak 
o u r minds, to info rm o u rselv es, to read, 
p u blish, assemble and wo rship witho u t the 
ap p ro v al o f go v ernment. 


The Fo u nding Fathers, who knew all 
abo u t the aggrandizing p ro cliv ibes o f 
o fficeho lders, 
drafted 
the 
F irst 
Amendment in a way calcu lated to p rev ent 
go v ernment fro m getbng aro u nd it: 


“Co ngress 
shall 
make 
no law 
... 
abridging the freedo m o f sp eech o r o f the 
p ress ’ NO LAW That sho u ld hav e ended 
it. 


Bu t o v er the centu ries, the rights o f free 
men, tho u gh they be chiseled in sto ne, are 
no t mu ch stro nger than the p eo p le's 
determinabo n to defend them. 


Fo r the Six th Co lu mn is alway s at wo rk, 
and its first target is alway s the p ress, 
becau se the p ress is the v ehicle thro u gh 


which the o ther freedo ms find ex p ressio n 
and defense 


Tho se who are resp o nsible fo r the sp read 
o f Nix o nism need no t be in a co nsp iracy 
with o ne ano tther The inv isible bo nd that 
u nites them is a co mmo n wish to su p p ress 
whatev er embarrasses o r indicts them o r 
makes it difficu lt fo r them to co ntro l 
ev ents within their p arbcu lar ju risdicbo ns. 


The mo bv es o f the Nix o nites may be 
lo fty o r igno ble The p ro secu to r who wants 
to flu sh o u t a rep o rter’s so u rce may want 
ev idence fro m that so u rce o r may be try ing 
to silence him. 


The ju dge who sanibzes his co u rtro o m 
fro m the p u blic ey e may be try ing 
o v erzealo u sly to p ro tect the rights o f a 
defendant, o r he may be do ing a fav o r fo r a 
iriciid, o r he may no t want to hav e his 
ju dicial ru lings seco nd-gu essed by the 
p u blic. 


The bu reau crat who resists seekers o f 
info rmabo n and the legislato r who wants 
to p u t them in jail may be mo v ed merely 
by a Co lo nel Blimp co ncep t o f 4he nabo nal 
go o d. Or they may be try ing to co v er u p 
wro ngdo ing, o r acbng o n the Nix o n 
assu mp bo n that the p ress is the enemy and 
the mo re the p ress is mu zzled the better it 
is fo r o fficials as a class. 


Bu t 
whatev er 
the 
mo bv e 
o f 
the 
Nix o nites. they seek a p o wer, a co ntro l, an 
o rderliness, an immu nity which the First 
Amendment p recisely fo rbids them to seize 
o r asp ire to : “Co ngress shall make no 
law.

WASHINGTON - Sam Giancana, a 
rep u ted Chicago crime sy ndicate leader, 
died q u ietly in his sleep last week, after 
being sho t o ne bme in the mo u th and fiv e 
times in the neck. 
While Giancana was 
better 
kno wn fo r 
his 
co ntribu bo ns to the rack­ 
ets, he was first and 
fo remo st an American 
p atrio t who serv ed 
his 
co u ntry in its darkest 
ho u r. 


Bu chwald 
CIA 
o fficials 
were 
stu nned when they heard 
the news. At the Clo ak and Dagger Bar & 
Grill in McLean, Va., Sam’s friends sat 
q u ietly talking abo u t him. 


“Sam was o ne o f u s,” an agency man 
said tearfu lly . “It’s as tho u gh we’v e lo st a 
Go dfather.” 


Ano ther CIA man was so bro ken u p he 
co u ld hardly sp eak. 
“I remember recru ibng Sam in 1960. He 
was ju st a fresh y o u ng kid o u t o f the Mafia, 
and when I asked him if he wanted to wo rk 


fo r u s his ey es lit u p . He said ‘It's like 
a 
dream co me tru e .’ ” 


“Why did y o u ask Sam to wo rk fo r y o u ?” 
I asked the CIA man. 


“Well, Sam had a lo t o f casino s in 
Hav ana and Castro to o k them away fro m 
him. So when we decided to kno ck o ff 
Castro we wanted to giv e the jo b to 
so meo ne who felt stro ngly abo u t anti­ 
co mmu nism. I recall say ing to him, ‘If y o u 
kill Castro we’ll see that y o u get y o u r 
casino s back.’ And y o u kno w what he said? 
He said I do n’t care if I get the casino s 
back o r no t. I ju st want to help my 
co u ntry .’ ” 


“That was ju st like Sam, ” ano ther CIA 
man said as he wip ed his ey e with a 
handkerchief. 


“So Sam agreed to wo rk fo r y o u ? ” I 
asked. 


The CIA man wep t fo r sev eral minu tes 
and then go t co ntro l o f himself “Of co u rse 
he did. He nev er tho u ght o f the danger; he 
nev er tho u ght o f the ex p ense. He knew as a 
Mafio so it was his du ty to assassinate 
any o ne his co u ntry asked l^m to . ” 


A third CIA man p icked u p the sto ry . 


“The fu nny thing abo u t Sam was that to 
lo o k at him y o u wo u ld nev er think he was 
CIA material He was sho rt and bald and 
liked to be seen with p retty girls. As a 
matter 
o f 
fact, 
when 
we 
p ro p o sed 
Giancana fo r the co ntract there were 
sev eral p eo p le in the agency who had 
do u bts that he was the man fo r the jo b. Bu t 
when we sho wed them Sam’s hit reco rd 
they were imp ressed .” 


“The thing abo u t Sam,” the first CIA 
man said, “is no matter what we asked o f 
him, he nev er demanded any thing in re­ 
tu rn. Oh, o nce in a while he’d ask u s to hav e 
the Ju sbce Dep artment dro p a fe-deral 
indictment against him; o r he might ask u s 
to tell the FBI to lay o ff him. Bu t o u tside o f 
that he co nsidered it an ho no r to serv e his 
co u ntry .' 


The seco nd CIA man said, “Sam had a 
great imaginabo n. He didn’t want to sho o t 
Castro . He wanted to p o iso n him. He and 
Jo hnny Ro selli had it all wo rked o u t to p u t 
p o iso n in Castro 's cigars.” 


“What went wro ng? ’ I asked 


“Well, we were wo rried that Castro 
might o ffer the cigars to so mebo dy else, 
like Jane Fo nda o r Mu hammad Ali, so we 


didn’t want to take a chance. ” 


“Then there was talk o f p o iso ning 
Castro 's fo o d. Finally , it was decided it 
wo u ld be better to ju st bu mp him o ff .” 


“Bu t Sam failed to do it, ” I p o inted o u t. 


^ “ It wasn’t his fau lt, ’ o ne o f the CIA men 
said defensiv ely . “Sam nev er go t the 
su p p o rt fro m the to p . Ev ery bme he came 
u p with a p lan they rejected it fo r o ne 
reaso n o r ano ther. It was heartbreaking to 
watch Sam co me back fro m a meebng with 
the big bo y s and see the fru stratio n and 
o n his face. Sev eral bmes he talked abo u t 
q u itbng the CIA and go ing back to the 
rackets fu ll bme. Bu t I alway s talked him 
o u t o f it. I said Sam, it’s gu y s like y o u that 
are go ing to keep Labn America fro m

crops, in turn, depends on how 
the domestic fields fare in such 
nations as Russia and China 
The 1974 world rice crop was 
again estimated at a record 
amount of almost 324 million 
metric tons, with significant de­ 
clines in India being offset by 
bumper crops in China, the 
United States, Brazil and Co­ 
lombia 
The weather has been good 
for winter wheat in both China 
and Russia, the report noted, 
but spring-wheat areas in both 
those countries need substantial 
rain 
to prevent widespread 
losses of that minority crop.

Banking disclosures are few

NEW YORK (AP) - Despite 
mounting concern over the liq­ 
uidity and lending practices of 
the 
nation's 
banks, 
federal 
banking regulators maintain a 
tight lid on what information is 
disclosed to the public. 
So immune to disclosure are 
some 
documents 
that 
even 
state and federal judges and 
other 
regulatory 
authorities 
usually are powerless to sub­ 
poena them 
In the case of the 4,700 na­ 
tionally chartered banks whose 
operations are regulated chiefly 
by the U.S. Comptroller of the 
Currency, highly detailed data 
gathered on each bank’s books 
and records, loan portfolios and 
quality of management, among 
other items, are rigidly pro­ 
tected from pubhc scrutiny by 
the National Bank Act 
The information, gathered at 
each bank in penodic surprise 
examinations at least three 
times every two years by the 
government’s 2,000 bank exam­ 
iners, is also specifically ex­ 
empt from the federal Freedom 
of Information Act, which per­ 
mits public access to a wide 
range 
of government docu­ 
ments 
“ If that were not the case,” 
explains a spokesman for the 
comptroller, 
“ anyone 
who 
chose to could find out who’s 
taking out loaas, for what pur­ 
pose, for what collateral. It 


would be a gross invasion of 
privacy.” 
Other banking officials add 
that disclosure of this informa­ 
tion might dangerously under­ 
mine public confidence in the 
banking system. 
Also unavailable are so-called 
Past-Due Loan Reports which 
the comptroller began to collect 
bimonthly last October from 
nationally 
chartered 
banks, 
around the time when Franklin 
National Bank and Security Na­ 
tional Bank of New Yoric went 
insolvent and concern began to 
mount over the health of banks’ 
loan portfolios. 
And now that the public has 
grown more aware of the bank­ 
ing practice called redlining— 
when banks refuse to grant 
mortgages or other loans in dis­ 
advantaged communities—there 
is some question whether na­ 
tional banking authorities will 
voluntarily make full public 
disclosure on what they’re find­ 
ing out about this practice. 
Deputy Comptroller for Bank­ 
ing and Economic Research 
David C. Motter says the comp­ 
troller’s office and three other 
federal bankir^ agencies have 
conducted a pilot study on the 
criteria used by banks in 18 
metropolitan areas in determin­ 
ing who gets mortgage loans. 
The final results still are 
being evaluated and “ no deci­ 
sion has been reached to make 
such information public,” says 
Motter, because the study was 
limited only to 18 communities 


and he says public release 
might appear inequitable. 
Some 
routine 
information 
kept by the comptroller’s office 
is freely available to the public, 
but not much beyond what a 
bank “ willing to coc^rate” 
would give out voluntarily, Mot­ 
ter says.

WARSAW — A partial solu tion to a two-fold problem plagu ing 
bu sinesses along Highway 7 on the west side of the Osage Riv er 
and other Warsaw area residents was reached Thu rsday 
morning by the Benton Cou nty Cou rt. 
The cou rt entered into an agreement with the Highway 
Department to hav e the department change present detou r 
signs along Highway 7 to inform motorists that they can get to 
Highway 6 5 v ia Lake Road 7-67 rather than take Rou te C to 
L ino^. In retu rn, the cou rt agreed to continu e maintaining the 
three-mile, grav el road. 
Two representativ es from the State Highway Department’s 
District 4 office in Kansas Gty — Richard Jones, operations 
engineer, and James Garrison, maintenance and traffic engineer 
— met with the cou rt, Warsaw May or Gordon Drake, a 
representativ e of Atkinson Constru ction Co., main contractor on 


the new Harry & Tru man Dam site, and other Warsaw 
representativ es. Their goal was to resolv e the problems 
encou ntered by the detou r. 
The detou r was necessitated when the old swinging bridge 
ov er the riv er on the west edge of Warsaw collapsed Ju ne 9 
u nder the weight of a tractor-trailer rig that plu nged into the 
riv er and killed the driv er. This, howev er, only magnified an 
ex isting, intermittent problem. 
Jones said he u nderstood a petition containing some 1,600 
signatu res from area residents and workers had been presented 
to the department’s chief engineer. Bob Hinter, in Jefferson 
Qty by Sen. William Cason, Ddinton. 
The petition, sponsored by Forest Hu ghes, owner of Hu ghes’ 
Su perette on Highway 7 between Coal and Warsaw, req u ested 
the state accept the lake road “as part of the state-maintained 
road sy stem...’’ Sen. Cason assisted Hu ghes in preparing the 
petition. 


Hu ghes said he started circu lating the petition the day the 
bridge collapsed becau se of the problems he knew the detou r 
signs wou ld create for his and other bu sinesses in the area. The 
bu siness owners said their sales had fallen from 25 to 50 per cent 
since the detou r signs went u p. 
Following the bridge collapse, the State Highway Department 
re-rou ted traffic along Benton Cou nty Rou te C, from Coal, 
abou t Ibmiles northwest of Warsaw, to Lincoln. Rou te C is the 
nearest state-maintained road connecting Highway s 7 and 65 
This forces westbou nd driv ers on Highway 7 to trav el some 11 
additional miles to reach the other side of the riv er at Warsaw 
The same re-rou ting was formerly u sed by the State Highway 
Department when Highway 7 was closed on the west side of the 
bridge by high water, which reportedly occu rred ev ery few 
weeks in the spring and fall. 
Howev er, most area driv ers knew they cou ld av oid the long 
detou r by taking the lake road, which connwts Highway 7 on the 


west side of the riv er wjth Highway 83, which in tu rn intersects 
with Highway 6 5 sou th of Warsaw 
Combined with all of the heav y eq u ipment and constru ction 
traffic that u ses the road for work on the dam project, the 
increased traffic has left the partial one-lane rou te in hazardou s 
condition in some spots. 
The protests came from residents and bu siness owners along 
Highway 7 between Coal and Warsaw Bu sinesses in that area 
depend on the highway traffic for their Uv elihood, mostly 
deriv ed du ring the su mmer months from lake area traHic. Area 
residents complained abou t the road’s rou gh su rface, pitted by 
deep holes, and the wear and tear on their au tos. 
Jones and Garrison, when asked if the state wou ld take ov er 
the road and maintain it, said the decision had already been 
reached by the State Highway Commission, which regu lates the

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$1 .5 0 Per Yea r 
Economic index improves 
for third straight month 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The gov ern­ 
ment said Thu rsday its index predicting 
the economy ’s fu tu re gained for the third 
straight month in May , prov iding ad­ 
ministration economists with what they 
called encou raging ev idence of an early 
and strong recov ery . 
The Commerce Department pegged 
the May rise in its composite index of 
leading indicators at 2.1 per cent. Al­ 
thou gh two-month increases in the past 
hav e created false hopes of recov ery , a 
threemonth increase inv ariably has been 
followed by an end to recession. 
“The three-months rise in the index 
shows strength, breadth and du ration,” 
said James L. Pate, top economist for 
the Commerce Department. The triple 
increase “reinforces the strong ev idence 
of improv ement in economic conditions 
and the dev eloping economic recov ery .” 
In another encou raging report, the de- 


patment said the nation’s foreign trade 
accou nt reached a near-record su rplu s in 
May . It amou nted to $1.05 billion, com­ 
pared to a $556 88 million su rplu s in April 
and was only slightly below the March 
record of $1.38 billion. 
A big factor in the su rplu s was a nearly 
21 per cent drop in imported oil v olu me. 
Officials had ex pected a big trade deficit 
this y ear bu t the worldwide recession has 
hit imports hariter than ex ports. 
In fu rther economic dev elopments: 
—Beef indu stry ex perts said record 
high beef prices are ex pected to drop 
later this y ear bu t the weather will be an 
important factor. 
—Treasu ry Secretary William E. 
Simon said prev enting the nation from 
falling into the financial plight affecting 
New York City “is now the central issu e 
before u s.” 
—The Senate approv ed compromise 


hou sing legislation reportedly accepta­ 
ble to President Ford, who v etoed an ear­ 
lier bill. It inclu des a $10 billion increase . 
in home mortgage pu rchase au thority 
for the gov ernment. 
—Senate and Hou se ciMiferees worked 
ou t a compromise on an u nemploy ment 
compensation bill gu aranteeing con­ 
tinu ed pay ments of u p to 65 weeks of job­ 
less benefits. 


—The gov ernment said the nation’s 
welfare rolls rose by eight-tenths of one 
per cent to 11,346,994 in March, primarily 
becau se of high u nemploy ment. 


Economists widely agree that the re­ 
cession either already has ended or will 
end soon. Where the ex perts differ is on 
whether the recov ery will be strong 
enou gh to bring u nemploy ment below its 
cu rrent 9 .2 per cent lev el any time soon. 
Administration economists hav e said 


it’s likely to be early winter or late fall 
before u nemploy ment begins receding. 
Ev en thou gh economic activ ity is ex pect­ 
ed to ex pand this su mmer, the ex pansion 
is ex pected to be too weak to absorb the 
new workers continu ally entering the job 
force. 
President Ford said at his news con­ 
ference Wednesday he ex pects u n­ 
employ ment to decline more sharply 
than his adv isers hav e projected. 


The latest ju mp in the Commerce 
Department indicator prov ided some 
su pport for Ford’s v iew. The rise ov er 
three months totaled 6 .3 per cent. The 
April increase was adju sted downward 
from the original 4.2 per cent record to 3 
per cent. Bu t that 3 per cent still eq u aled 
the record set in Ju ne 1958. 
Ex cept for the April increase, the May

India forces censorship, 
crocks down on dissidents

proclamation of a state of emergency in 
India. 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) — Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi’s gov ernment 
said it arrested 6 76 persons Thu rsday 
du ring the first 12 hou rs of a state of 
emergency declared to combat what it 
called a “grav e emergency threatened 
by internal distu rbances.” 
' Press censorship also was imposed. 
Scattered acts of v iolence — inclu ding 
stoning and tear gas attacks — were re­ 
ported In the capital of Gu ju rat state, 
and partial general strikes were re­ 
ported in the main commercial city of 
Bombay and elsewhere, bu t the situ ation 
generally was described as calm. 


In New Delhi, life was normal, with 
bu siness and gov ernment offices opened.. 
No ex tra police were seen on the roads. 
United News of India reported in a 
censor-approv ed dispatch from Bombay 
that Nani Palkhiv ala had resigned as 
Mrs. Gandhi’s lawy er in her Su preme 
Cou rt a f^ a l from a conv iction of cor­ 
ru pt electioneering. Palkhiv ala is con- 
s irre d India’s leading constitu tional 
lawy er. No other information was av aila­ 
ble on his resignation. 
Indian press reports and other non­ 
gov ernment sou rces reported that 
among those arrested were Jay aprakash 
Naray an, an elder statesman of the In­ 
dian independence mov ement and for 
months one of Mrs. Gandhi's harshest 
critics; Raj Narain, the Socialist politi­ 
cian whose challenge of her 1971 election 
v ictory resu lted in the present crisis; 


Asoka Mehta, leader off the old 0>ngress 
party that broke away from Mrs. Gandhi 
in 1969, and two leading critics in her own 
ru ling Congress party . Ram Dhan, a gen­ 
eral secretary , and Chandra Sekhar, who 
had u rged her to open a dialogu e with 
Naray an. 
An official spokesman said he cou ld 
not giv e the names of those arrested bu t 
acknowledged that they inclu ded leaders 
of non-Commu nist opposition parties. He 
said they were being “v ery well looked 
after.” 


He said the arrests took place in nine of 
India's 21 states. Of those detained, 450 
were taken into cu stody in central 
Madhy a Pradesh state and 9 0 in New 
Delhi. 


The non-Commu nist parties had an­ 
nou nced they wou ld begin a civ il disobe­ 
dience campaign on Su nday to try to 
weath er Bond v etoes redu ce 
bu dget $4.6 million

JEFFERSON CITY. Mo. (AP) - The 
state bu dget was redu ced by nearly $4.6 
million Thu rsday and a proposed hike in 
legislativ e pensions was denied as Gov . 
Christopher S. Bond acted on 21 more 
bills sent him by the legislatu re. 
“The General Assembly has passed 
appropriation measu res and new spend­ 
ing programs which ex ceed the state’s 
ability tcf pay for them in the nex t fiscal 
y ear.” Bond said as he stru ck fu nds from 
bills financing the 1975-1976 operations of 
health programs, mental health and 
higher edu cation. 


“By passing something for ev ery one, 
the General Assembly has failed in its 
primary mission of establishing prior­ 
ities for scarce resou rces. ” Bond said. 


The specific losers du e to the cu ts in 
the state’s $2.3 billion ov er all bu dget 
were’the Univ ersity of Missou ri. $1.25 
million; Harris Teachers College in St. 
Lou is. $250,000; Sou theast Missou ri State 
Univ ersity in C!ape Girardeau . $275.000; 
Missou ri Sou thern State College in 
Jopllin, $81,000; The Department of 
Social Serv ices, $53.000; The department 
of Mental Health, $650.000. and St. Lou is 
(bou nty , $2 million. 
Bond ju stified each of his cu ts in the 


bu dgets for the v ariou s schools by noting 
that the original amou nt ex ceeded the re­ 
commendation of the state Coordinating 
Board for Higher Edu cation and that 
“there ex ists no adeq u ate ju stification 
for this increase in a time of fiscal 
restraint.” 
Specifically slashed from the MU 
bu dget was $250,000 for operation of a 
proposed optometry school at the u n­ 
iv ersity ’s 
Lou is campu s. Bond said 
that money was not needed since he had 
prev iou sly v etoed the fu nds for establish­ 
ment of the school. The gov ernor has op­ 
posed creation of the optometry school 
becau se it has not been approv ed by the 
coordinating Board. 


The $2 million inv olv ing St. Loias 
Cou nty was intended for storm sewer 
projects, bu t the gov ernor said the pro­ 
gram has nev er been au thorized by law 
nor has it been ev alu ated. 


Cu t from the Social Serv ices Depart­ 
ment bu dget was $53.000 for a mobile 
breast cancer detection u nit on the 
grou nds that the money was intended to 
“implement a program which has not y et 
been stu died and ev alu ated” by the

On Tu esday , a Su preme Ck)u rt ju stice 
ru led she cou ld continu e as prime 
minister u ntil her appeal was decided by 
the fu ll cou rt, which will take sev eral 
months. Bu t he refu sed her the fu ll stay 
of sentence, ru ling she cou ld not v ote in 
Parliament, and this tou ched off new de­ 
mands for her resignation. 


The gov ernment imposed press 
censorship on Indian and foreign cor­ 
respondents Thu rsday and said they 
cou ld send copy only if cleared by a cen­ 
sor giv en ou t at official briefings. 


(Telecommu nications from New Delhi 
to London were down more than sev en 
hou rs following the emergency decree. 
(Xher foreign points reported disn^tions 
in serv ice. No official reason was giv en, 
bu t a senior British postal official said 
priv ately that engineers su spect the line 
was cu t by Indian au thorities for political 
reasons.) 


Dr. A.R. Baji. the gov ernment’s prin­ 
cipal information officer, said that “by 
and large, peacefu l conditions ex isted all 
ov er the cou ntry ” after the emergency 
proclamation signed by President 
Fakhru ddin Ali Ahmed, the constitu ­ 
tional head of state, on behalf of Mrs. 
Ghandi’s gov ernment.

The shutdown, fiv e days 
ahead of the June 30 deadline, climaxed 
a two-month driv e by the increasingly 
dominant pro-C!ommunist Pathet Lao. 


U.S. officials said it was unlikely 
(in g ress would approv e further as­ 
sistance to Laos, which receiv ed more 
than $60 million in U.S. military and 
economic aid ov er the past year. 


“The ev ents of May here hav e not 
created a v ery fav orable basis for con­ 
tinued American aid,” said Christian A. 
(Chapman, the U.S. charge d’affairs. 


The “ev ents” were a wav e of harass­ 
ment and intimidation unleashed at 
Americans here as the Pathet Lao in­ 
creasingly gained control ov er the coali­ 
tion gov ernment. The anti-American de­ 
monstrations quieted down when the 
United States agreed to terminate an 
international dev elopment mission by June 
which is earmarked for turnov er, and 
administrativ e property which belongs to 
the United States. 


In other Southeast Asia dev elopments: 


—Saigon radio, monitored in Bangkok, 
said the new South Vietnamese gov ern­ 
ment has confiscated sev eral hundred 
acres of rich farmland outside Saigon 
that belonged to former President 
Nguyen Van Thieu.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Env isioning

uranium to nuclear power plants around 
the globe. 
In proposing an end to a federal 
monopoly. Ford talked of “an exciting 
new course which will help assure the 
energy independence we seek and a sig­ 
nificantly strengthened economy at the 
same time.” 
Federal officials estimate priv ately 
operated plants producing uranium fuel 
for utilities here and abroad would be do­ 
ing $9 billion a year in business by the 
end of the century. 
Sen. Howard Baker, R-Tenn., a 
member of the congressional Joint 
Atomic Energy Committee briefed by 
Ford on his blueprint, termed the plan 
attractiv e but added, “No doubt there 
will be controv ersy. ” 
Key features of the proposal include: 
—A federal guarantee of up to $8 
billion to cov er losses if priv ate firms 
found, through no fault of their own. they 
were unable to build or profitably op­ 
erate new plants to produce enriched 
uranium, a fuel suited for power plants 
but not for weapons. 
—Priv ate firms would hope to raise 50 
to 60 per cent of the money needed to con­ 
struct the uranium-processing plants for 
foreign sources, while retaining full con- 


FBI agents 
shot to death 
at reservation 


PINE RIDGE, S.D. (AP) - Two FBI 
agents were shot and killed Thursday as 
they attempted to serv e arrest warrants 
at the Pine Ridge Indian reserv ation and 
a gun battle at the reserv ation continued 
into the night. 
An FBI spokesman in Washington said 
the agents were fired upon as they were 
trying to serv e assault and robbery war­ 
rants on an undetermined number of 
persons in a house in rugged terrain on 
this Indian reserv ation in southwest 
South Dakota. 
Toby Moran, a spokesman for the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs, said agents 
surrounded the house, but the occupants 
escaped into the woods and authorities 
were pursuing them there. Gunfire could 
be heard in the area. 
The two agents had been lying still 
near the house following the first shoot­ 
ing, at about noon local time. The FBI 
confirmed their deaths at about 9:30 p.m. 
EDT.
